At the present time, when tax-payers, edu 
cators, and parents are all vitally concerned 
with the pressing problem of combining 
economy throughout our school-system with 
adequate educational advantages for our 
children, any discussion of this subject by a 
competent speaker is eagerly welcomed. At a

A definite step toward asking the town for 
a new school building under the federal grant 
plan was taken by the school committee last 
night when it requested Perley F. Gilbert, 
local architect, to compute definite costs on 
the building plans, preparatory to inserting 
the sum in a request for a special town meet- 
ing. Mr. Gilbert has promised that he will 
have the figures by November 15th, at 
which time a special meeting will be held and 
articles will probably be drawn up and 
transmitted to the selectmen, 

Mr. Gilbert was called into the meeting to 
discuss various plans of solving the school 
congestion problem. The committee had 
previously informally expressed approval of 
a plan which would allow both igh and 
junior high to use a common assembly hall, 
thus saving the expense of a hall for each 
school. The hall would have been the present 
hall in old Punchard, or if the town wished, a 
new hall situated between the present high 
school and the projected junior high and 
connected to both py corridors. The question 
arose as to whether or not it might be less 
expensive to incorporate the hall and the 
classrooms in a single building, joining the 
hall portion by a corridor to the present high 
school, but the plans providing this arrange- 
ment deprived the projected school of some 
needed classroom space and did not bring a 
balanced unit.

The organization is most 
interesting both on account of its history, as 


It was founded by the Emperor Maximilian I 
in 1498 and had among its members such 
distinguished names as Haydn and Schubert. 

The chapels of choristers were among the 
most important organs for the cultivation of 
music at the period of the Renaissance, The 
old papal chapel in Rome served as a model 
for the ecclesiastical ones. But the churches 
were not the only possessors of such chapels. 
The princes also maintained them at their 
courts and with the rise of the princely 
chapels a new epoch begins in the history of 
the cultivation of music. These princely 
institutions became for centuries the most 
important bearers of musical culture. They 
performed for several centuries the function 


| performed at the present day by the great 


orchestras, At first the instrumentalists held 
a purely secondary position, It was only at 
the end of the 18th and in the 19th cer tury 
that the emphasis was placed upon the or- 
chestra, Maximilian set up his royal chapel 
in Innsbruck after the model of the Burgun- 
dians, and therewith he laid the foundation 
for the brilliant cultivation of music by the 
Hapsburgs. When an emperor travelled in the 
great Renaissance period he took his chapel 
with him, During the supremacy of the 
Netherlands in music almost all the great 
composers were members or masters of such 
chapels. 

It should therefore be of greatest interest 
to hear a choir which is the direct lineal 
descendant of these historic organizations. 
But, needless to say, it is no mere historical 
interest that such a choir arouses. No one 
who has once heard this group will ever forget 
them. No wonder that such training pro- 
duces great musicians, for we are told that 
each boy receives two piano, two violin, and 
| eight singing lessons per week! Among the 
more modern alumni of the school are the 
| conductors Felix Mott! and Clemens Kraus,

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The School Problem 


the Town of Andover may be 
faced with the question of whether or 
not a new school should be built in this 
town to house the junior high pupils and 
some of the high school students. Educa- 
tion is a hard thing to evaluate in terms 
of dollars and cents. If it were a business

that felt it needed to expand its plant, it} 


would be comparatively easy to work 
out figures to show that expansion was 
necessary, that a new building would 
bring more profit to the firm. But profit 
in the case of education is intangible; 
profit in this case is what the child re- 
ceives from his education and cannot be 
measured in terms of dollars and cents. 

A communication whieh appeared in 
the Townsman last week presented some 
facts which purported to be *indis- 
putable.” [t started out by showing that 


since 1917 there has been an increase of | 
| tion 


only 249 in the total school enrollment 
This is indisputable, of course, but the 
writer refrained from stating that since 
1917 there has been an increase of 212 in 
the high school alone and that 
seventh and eighth grades have also 
experienced a large increase in enrotl- 
ment. If education were merely a matter 
of a seat and a pupil, it would be easy to 
say that Andover has ample facilities, 
but it is no more a matter of a seat and a 
pupil than efficient production in a mill 
matter of a worker and a loom, 
whatever its condition might be 

Last week's communication went on 
to tell of the way that the writer felt 
that the school system had been handled 
since the erection of the high school. 
Four classrooms in Punchard, it said, 
were emptied to make room for a car- 
penter’s shop, a sewing room and a 
store room for lumber. It unfortunately 
neglected to state that at the present 
time two of the school rooms in old 
Punchard are being used to take care of 
the overflow, although they are not 
classrooms which satisfy the state re- 
quirements as to heating, ventilation and 
lighting. ‘The storeroom for lumber is a 
cellar with a rough cement floor, un- 
finished walls, and very little light. If 
one thinks of cubical space alone, it 
would be quite easy to say, “Put 
children in the cellar; there’s room to sit 
down there.’ The basements, attics, and 
every other bit available space are 
being used for classrooms in the rest ol 
the central plant; possibly the transition 
to the cellar of old Punchard might be 
fairly easy for the children under such 
circumstances 

Then the communication goes on to 
mention the new Shawsheen school, con- 
taining room for 280 pupils. [t neglects 
to state that when the Shawsheen school 
was built, the total school enrollment 
was 27 less than in 1917, despite the 
erection of the new high school with its 
100 seats. Yet many of the people who 
are now school in the 
center fought very hard for the 280 seats 
in spite of the reduction of 7 in the 
total enrollment. The argument today ts 
that the overflow in the central plant 
should be scattered to some of the out- 
lying schools. There were plenty of seats 
in the district schools when the Shaw- 
sheen school was built; why were these 
people not consistent enough to say, at 
that time: ‘* Use these extra seats for the 
Shawsheen children.” 

Obviously, the reason is that the con 
gestion was in Shawsheen and had 
nothing whatever to do with the out 
lying districts. Yet the same 
holds true in the center; the congestion 
is in the junior high and senior high and 
has nothing whatever to with the 
outlying schools. [t would be equally as 
ridiculous today to ship the seventh and 
eighth grade children to the district 
schools as it would have been to ship the 
Shawsheen children to these schools. 

The Osgood and Bailey schools have 
been closed up, true enough, but these
